Election  of  Fourth  Bishop  of  Huron 


PRELIMINARY    MEMORANDUM. 


Ill  tl'e  year  1787  the  Rev.  Dr.  Charles  Inglis,  having  been 
nominated  tq  he  See  of  Nova  Scotia,  was  consecrated  its 
first  Bishop,  and  was  jjivcn  Ecclesiastical  jurisdiction  over 
the  Provinces  of  Upper  and  Lower  Canada,  Wew  Brunswick, 
and  the  Island  of  Newfoundland. 

By  Letters  Patent,  under  the  Great  Seal  of  the  United 
Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  bearing  date  at  West- 
minster the  28th  day  of  June,  179.3,  in  the  thirty-third  year 
of  the  reign  of  His  Mosi  Gracious  Majesty  King  George  the 
Third,  the  Provinces  of  Lower  Canada  and  Upper  Canada  and 
their  dependencies  in  America  were  separated  from  the  See  or 
Bishopric  of  Nova  Scotia,  and  were  thereupon  erected  and 
constituted  a  new  and  separate  See  or  Bishopric,  under  the 
name  of  the  See  or  Bishopric  of  Quebec,  and  the  late  Right 
Reverend  Jacob  Mountain,  D.  D.,  was,  by  the  same  Letters 
Patent,  nominated  and  appointed  to  be  t'ic  first  Bishop  and 
Ordinary  Pastor  thereof. 

By  Letters  Patent  under  the  Great  Seal  of  the  United 
Kingdoms  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  bearing  date  at  West- 
minster the  27th  day  of  July,  A  D.  18.W,  in  the  third  year  of 
the  reign  of  Her  Most  Gracious  Majesty  Queen  Victoria,  the 
Province  of  Upper  Canada  was  separated  from  the  See  of 
Quebec,  and  was  thereupon  erected  and  constituted  a  new 
and  separate  See  or  Bishopric,  under  the  name  of  the  See  or 
Bishopric  of  Toronto,  and  the  late  Right  Reverend  John 
Strachan,  D.  D.,  LL.  D.,  was,  bv  the  same  Letters  Patent, 
nominated  and  appointed  to  be  the  Bishop  of  and  Ordinary 
Pastor  thereof. 

The  said  the  late  Right  Reverend  John  Strachan,  D.  D., 
D.C.  L.,  Lord  Bishop  of  the  said  See  or  Bishopric  of  Toronto,

Canada  mixht  be  ilivided  into  more  than  one  flioccsc,  did,  on

By  certain  other  betters  Patent  under  tlie  Creat  .Si.:d  of 
the  I'nitcd  KiuKdom  of  (Ircat  Britain  and  Ireland,  bearing 
date  at  Westminster  the  2ud  day  of  October,  .\.

By  certain  other  1. liters  Patent  under  the  Great  Seal  of 
the  United  Kingdom  oi  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  bearing 
date  at  Westminster  the  I9th  day  of  July,  A.  I).,  18G0,  in  the 
24th  year  of  the  reign  of  Her  said  Most  Gracious  Majesty, 
and  certain  other  Utters  patent  under  the  said  Great  .Seal  of 
the  said  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  bearing 
date  the  12th  day  of  February,  A.  D  186i,  in  the  25th  year 
of  the  reign  of  Her  said  Most  Gracious  Majesty,  the  late 
Right  Reverend  Francis  Kullford,  D.  D. ,  Lord  Bishop  of 
Montreal,  was  appointed  to  be  the  Metropolitan  Bishop  in  and 
over  the  said  Province  of  Canada,  and  of  all  Dioceses  then  or 
thereafter  to  be  erected  and  constituted  therein,  subject,

Clersy 
and  I.aity  niendiers  of  th"  I'nited  Church  of  Kn),dand  and 
Ireland,  in  this  Province,  nay  meet  in  their  several  Dioceses, 
which  are  now,  or  may  oc  hereafter  constituted  it  this 
Province,  and  in  such  manner  and  by  such  proceedings  as 
they  si  all  adopt,  Iranie  constitutions  anil  make  re>;nlations 
(or  enforcing  discipline  in  the  Church,  for  the  appoinlnunt, 
deposition,  dep'ivation,  or  removal  of  any  person  bearing 
office  therein,  of  whatever  order  or  degree  .■  right.*  of  the 
Crown  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding,  and  for  the  con 
venient  and  orderly  management  of  the  property,  affairs,  and 
interests  of  the  Church  in  matters  relating  to.  and  affecting 
only  the  said  Church,  and  the  officers  and  members  tliereof, 
and  not  in  any  manner  iiiterfering  with  the  rights,  privi- 
leges, or  interests  of  other  religious  communities,  or  of  any 
person  or  persons  not  being  a  member  or  members  of  the  said 
United  Church  of  Kngland  and  fi-eland;  provided  always, 
that  such  constitutions  and  reguk.  jns  shall  apply  only  to 
the  I)ioce-e  or  Dioceses  adopting  the  same." 

Under  and  by  virtue  of  the  said  recited  Acts  of  Parlia- 
ment, the  Bishops.  Clergv.  and  I.aity  of  the  said  Diocese  of 
Huron  in  the  due  order  their  deliberations  duly  passed  and 
enacted  with  divers  other  Cations,  certain  Canons.  R*  les  and 
Regulations  for  the  election  of  a  Bishop,  on  a  vacaney  occur- 
ring in  the  said  See.  and  also  for  the  election  of  a  Coadjutor 
Bishop,  with  right  of  succession  to  the  See  or  Bishopr  ;  on 
the  same  subsequently  br-coniing  vacant. 

In  accordance  with  ihe  said  Canons,  Rules  and  Regula- 
tions, the  said  Synod,  of  the  .said  Diocese  of  Huron,  duly  met

HislKip  of  llu.  said  Diuctsi-,  willi  liKlit  of  succession  as  afore- 
said. 

On  tlie  J4tli  day  of  Ant;iist.  A.  I).,  1S71,  being  the 
Fi-stiv:il  of  St.  Darlliidonitw  llii-  Apostle,  the  said  the  Very 
Reverend  Is.aac  Ilillinutli,  I)  I).,  Hean  of  Huron,  was  duly 
consecrated  at  .St.  I'auls  Ch\irch,  London,  Ont.,  as  a  Bishop 
of  tlic  Church  of  Cod,  ui.dfr  tlie  name  and  title  of  "  Bishop 
of  Norfolk,  Coadintor  liisliop  of  tlic  Diocese  cf  Huron." 

And  the  said  tlir  Ri^llt  Reverend  Isaac  Hcllniutli,  D.  D., 
LI..  I).,  so  coiisfcratcd  as  al.iresaid  Bishop  of  Norfolk  and 
Coadiut'ir  Bishop,  with  ri>;Iit  of  succession  to  the  See  or 
Bishopr  c  of  Huron  .ni  tl  death  of  the  said  the  Right 
Reverend  Benjamin  Cronyn,  1).  I).,  on  the  22nd  day  of 
September,  A.  I).,  1.S71,  thereupon  became,  by  said  right  of 
succession.  Bishop  of  the  sai.l  Diocese,  See,  or  Bishopric 
of  Huron. 

And  whereas  the  said  the  Ki);lit  Reverend  Is.aae  Hellmuth, 
D.  I).,  D.  C.  I,.,  did  on  the  ninth  day  of  June,  A.  D.  1883, 
in  conformity  with  the  Canons  of  the  Provincial  Synod  of 
Canada,  );ive  in  wrilitiR  to  the  Melropolilan  his  resignation 
of  the  Diocese,  Sec,  or  Bishopric  of  Huron,  which  said 
resij;nation  was,  on  the  l.ith  day  of  September,  A.  D.  1883, 
duly  accepted  with  the  consent  of  a  majority  of  the  House  of 
Bishops,  and  the  said  See  of  Huron  became  vacant  thereupon. 

Whereupon  in  acrordanee  with  the  special  Canons,  Rules 
and  Resnlations.  the  said  Synod  of  the  Diocese  of  Huron 
duly  assembled  at  London,  in  the  said  Diocese,  on  the  18th 
day  of  October,  IS.S.T,  ihere  and  then  duly  elected  the 
Very  Rev  rend  Maurice  Scollard  Baldwin,  D.  D.,  Dean  of 
Montreal,  to  be  the  Bishop  of  the  .said  Diocese,  See,  or 
Bishopric  of  Huron. 

And  whereas  Iht  said  Risht  Reverend  Maurice  Scollard 
Baldwin,  Bishop  of  Huron,  departed  this  life  on  the  19th  day 
of  October,  iy04,  the  said  See  of  Huron  became  vacant 
thereupon.

Section  23  of  the  Constitution. 

23.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  See,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  Secretaries  of  the  Synod,  within  ten  days  from  their 
knowledge  of  such  vacancy,  to  jjive  notice  thereof  to  every 
Clergyman  and  Lay  Representative:  and  at  the  same  time  to 
summon  a  meeting  of  such  ClerKymeii  and  Lay  Representa- 
tives, to  be  held  at  London  within  six  weeks,  for  the  election 
of  a  Bishop,  and  to  give  at  least  one  nmnlh's  notice  thereof. 
At  such  meeting  for  the  election  ol  a  liishop.  the  senior 
dignitary  present  shall  take  the  chair,  and  be  entitled  to  vote 
once  only  on  each  ballot.  The  Clergy  and  Lay  Representa- 
tives present  shall  vote  separately  by  ballot,  and  the  majority 
of  the  votes  of  each  order  present  shall  determine  the  choice, 
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provided  always,  that  it  shall  be  competent  for  such  meeting 
to  postpone  the  election  to  such  further  period  as  to  them 
shall  seam  expedient.

Sir,— In  accordauce  with  the  provisions  of  Section  23 
of  the  Constitution,  we  beg-  to  notify  you  that,  owing  to  the 
death  of  the  Right  Reverend  .Maurice  ScoUaid  Baldwin, 
Bishop  of  Huron,  the  S(e  of  Huron  is  now  vacant. 

We  further  notify  you  that  a  Special  Session  of  the  Synod 
c'  the  Dioce.se  will  be  held  on  Tuesday,  the  2yth  day  of 
November,  1904,  at  Bishop  Cronyn  Hall,  London,  for  the 
purpose  of  electing  a  Bishop. 

And  in  accordance  with  vrovisions  of  Section  1 1  of  the 
Constitutirn  we  would  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  a 
quorum  of  7.1  of  each  order  is  necessary  before  Synod  can 
proceed  to  the  election  of  a  Bishop.

ORDER  OF  BUSINESS. 

Tuesday,  November  29th,  1904,  Divine  Service  with 
Holy  Communion,  in  St.  Paul's  Cathedral,  at  10.30  a.m. 

At  3  o'clock  p.m.  the  Synod  will  assemble,  when  the 
rolls  will  be  called  and  the  necessary  steps  taken  to  proceed 
to  the  business  for  which  the  Synod  is  summoned. 

Special  attention  is  called  to  the  following  extracts  from 
the  Constitution  : 

Part  of  Section  ,,--Kach  Repre^enlalive  ^liall  contii,„e  in  office  unlil 
his  successor  IS  appointed. 

7.  If  a  vacancy  occur  by  the  death,  removal,  or  resigna- 
tion of  any  Representative,  the  Clergyman  shall  proceed  to 
hold  a  new  election  within  one  month,  due  notice  being  given 
by  him  during  Divine  Service,  on  the  two  Sundays  next  pre- 
ceding the  meeting,  provided  that  no  such  election  shall  take 
place  between  the  time  that  the  See  becomes  %acant  and  the 
election  of  a  Bishop,  saving  and  except  when  a  vacancy 
occurs  by  death,  removal   or  resignation   during  the   above 
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interval,  or  within  one  tnotith  previous  to  the  vacancy  of  the 
See. 


Rules  for  Guidance,  Submitted  for  the  Acceptance  of  this 
Special  Synod. 

1.  The  li.st  of  Clergy  sliall  be  the  offieial  list. 

2.  The  list  of  I.aity  shall  be  certified  in  the  usual  way. 

,^.  The  Scrutineers  sh-Il  be  appointed  by  resolution  of 
this  Synod. 

4.  When  the  Synod  assembles  for  the  ballot  no  nomina- 
tions shall  be  allowed  nor  shall  any  discussion  on  any  subject 
be  pe.  raitted. 

5.  The  Hon.  Clerical  Secretary  shall  call  over  the  names 
of  the  Clergy,  and  each  Clergyman  when  his  name  is  called 
shall  rise  and  proceed  to  the  table  and  deposit  his  ballot  in 
the  ballot  box,  and  then  return  to  his  seat.  When  the  Clergy 
have  all  voted,  the  Hon.  Lay  Secretary  shall  call  over  the 
names  of  the  T^aity,  who  shall  vote  in  the  same  way;  and 
before  each  ballot  is  closed  the  Secretary  shall  ask  if  any 
Clergyman  or  Layman,  as  the  case  may  be,  has  not  voted,  and 
if  any  such  is  present  he  shall  then  be  permitted  to  vote,  if 
entitled  to  do  so. 

6.  An  interval  of  not  less  than  half  an  hour  shall  elapse 
between  each  ballot  if  more  than  one  ballot  is  necessary,  the 
precise  time  to  be  named  by  the  Chair,
